Th« Kate' Pound. 


There is iu the city of Paris a regular 


pound, surrounded by a maarive stone 
wall, wherein the service* of rat* are 
otilized for clearing the bones of dead 
animals from flesh. A horse thrown in 
overnight is quite stripped by morning, 
and it is tbe regular work of the mac 
in charge to remove the beautifully pol- 
ished skeleton. Of course the rats thus 
pampered increase at a terrible rate and 
invade the neighboring slaughter houses. 
So it becomes necessary at timeu to have 
a regular battue. This is rather clever- 
ly managed. All aronnd the walls of 
ihe pound hundreds of little holes have 
been bored, the depth of each being Just 
that of a rat's body. Early in the morn- 
ing, while the rats are still enjoying 
:heir meal, a couple of men with lan- 
terns jump suddenly in with a great 
noise and clatter. The terrified creatures 
rash for tha nearest refuge, and the 


are soon ornamented with a regu- 


lar forest of tails whisking about like 
animated black icicles. Then arrives tbe 
rat collector, who with skillful hand 
seizes each pendent tail and deposits the 
astonished owner thereof in a bag which 
ie carries slniig over his shoulder. The 
skins are largely used for making 
gloves.—New York World. 


The composition of a number of 


Japanese alloys hitherto kept a 
t lote secret ia said to be, as now re- 
vealed by workmen making them, 
as follows: The"shadko"' is an al- 
loy of copper and from 1 to 1C per 
cent of gold, the objects being 
placed in a mordant of sulphur of 
copper, alum and verdigris, until 
they have assumed the coppered oi 
blue black hue of sword sheaths 
and decorative articles. Another of 
theee is "gni-shi-bu-ichi, " a copper 
alloy with 30 or 60 per cent or* silver 
of the well known gray color. What 
is called "mokume" ia a corapouBd 
of several alloys. About 30 plates 
of foils of gold, shadkc, copper, sil- 
ver an£ the last mentioned alloy are 
soldered together, holes are made 
and the plate hammered out and put 
in the mordant. Tbe finest Japanese 
brass "sinchu" consists of ten parts 
copper and five of zinc, and of bell 
m<*tals "karakane" is made of ten 
parts of copper, four of tin, ono half 
iron and 1>» zinc, the copper being 
nexted first and the other niotals 
added in the abova ord 
change.

It is told that 
IS persons sat down to dinner at Sangor, 
in India, and that one of the dishes of 
which they ate was a chocolate pud- 
ding. Nine of them were afterward 
taken sick, and three of them hud chol- 
era, which caused the death of one. It 
is generally conceded that chocolate] 
pudding is not necessarily fatal and that 
it is not an established home of the 
cholera 
microbe. 
Professor Hankin 


therefore set out to trace the microbe 
to its lair. He found the deadly thing 
in .i water pot in the kitchen, but he 
ascertained that this pot had been filled 
at a pnre spring. Tho dhhcloth used in 
carrying the pot, however, bad been 
dried on an infected sand bank. Pro- 
fessor Haukin then proceeded to demon- 
strate by a beautiful experiment the 
deadly nature of this particular pud- 
ding. H& took three of the ingredients 
—milk, eggs aud gelatin—under abso- 
lutely gterilir.ing conditions, made a 
"culture," inoculated it, cocked it and 
produced 9,000,000 cholera microbes to 
the cubic centimeter. Indian cooks whu 
prepare chocolate pudding for govern- 
ment sahibs iu tho present state of af- 
fairs in India are in danger of sudden 
trouble.—New York Times.

because of tbe amount of work involved 
and others because they believed that 
to cat and shock corn caused a loss in 
the grain crop which went far to nega- 
tive tbe advantage gamed from saving 
the fodder. There was at that time Ut- 
tle if any accurate experiment directly 
bearing on tbe question, and tbe dis- 
cussion of the subject was based prin- 
cipally upon analogies and on some ex- 
periment* in relation to cutting corn at 
different seasons, and the argument was 
inconclusive. 


These an now, however, more prac- 


tical data to go OB- The Ohio experi- 
ment station has lamed a tmlletm in 
which tbe result of four years' te«t cf 
the precise question is given. In 1S^>9 
a field, quite uniform in stand, was di- 
vided into three parts. One part waa 
cat and shocked in the usual way, tbe 
second was topped, while tbe third re- 
mained undisturbed to mature on tbe 
stalks. That left standing produced 80 
bushels to the acre, tbe topped corn 
76.9 bushels uid tbe shocked corn 65.1 
bushels. This indicated a considerable 
loss in shocking. But a repetition of 
tbe teat the next year reversed these re- 
sults, and tbe com left standing pro- 
duced 64.5 bushels per acre, the topped 
corn 65.3 bushels and the shocked corn 
72.6 bushels. Three tests on farms in 
different parts of the state under the 
direction of the station gave varying 
remits, two of tbem favoring the stand- 
ing corn and ace the shocked corn. Tbe 
conflicting results made further investi 
gatioa necessary, and four varieties, 130 
two ripening at tbe same time, were 
sent to ten different fanners with m- 
•traetkms as to how to conduct the 
test. Counting each variety as a sepa- 
rate test, 14 gave best yield when 
shocked and 16 yielded more largely 
when matured on the standing stalks. 
Tbe average for four seasons, however, 
was 56.30 bushels from shocked corn 
and 64.46 bushels from that left stand-

for the variations a caretnl study of the 
details of all tbe trials lead to tbe con 
elusion that where corn is sufficiently 
matured at the time of cutting the 
difference in, yield of grain per acre be- 
tween that cut and that left standing is 
very slight If not sufficiently matured 
at cutting time, unless it is very gre»n, 
more Bound corn will be secured by cnt 
tug and shocking than by allowing tbe 
corn to stand on tbe stalk and take thb 
chances. 


The Clover Mite. 


This mite fiwt came into prominence 


aa an invader of houses, but it had beer, 
known earlier as an enemy of fruit ant 
abade trees and forage plants, its occur 
rence on clover, particularly in the mid 
die states, being indicated in its name 
of clover mite. From the United States 
department of agriculture corae some 
hints as to preventives, eta: The pro 
tection of fruit trees is comparatively 
easy where the winter is chiefly passec 
in the egg state, as in Colorado or other 
elevated or cold districts. Tne eggs may 
be destroyed in winter by applying kero- 
sene emulsion to tbe trees at abont twice 
the ordinary strength—viz, diluted with 
five parts of water. Soeh an application 
aJso in tbe wanner latitudes will be o: 
almost equal value aa a protection to 
fruit trees, since it will reach what egg» 
there may be and also many of the 
mites secreted in tbe cracks of the bark 


It is a ranch more difficult matter to 


protect clover and other grasses from 
tbe mites, except as it may be possibl' 
to spray in winter the trees, fences, 
etc., ou or in which tbe mites may bi 
hibernating in the vicinity of lawns.

Campbell's Soil Culture. 


To test the Campbell method without 


special machinery Texas Farm and 
Ranch gives tbe following instructions: 


Plow a good depth, not less than six 


inches—seven or eight inches is better. 
Then take a disk harrow, weight it 
heavily and set it straight. This is to 
slice and pulverize. After this take a 
Havana drill and load it with something 
heavy. Wheat in sacks will do very 


This is to pack the bottom of the 


soil. If yon have no Havana drill, the 
next best tool is an ordinary spike drag 
with teeth slanted back. 
Weight it 


well. For drilling small gram to be 
cultivated use any ordinary shoe drill, 
with shoes six, seven or eight inches 
.part. Set tbe drill to sow three pecks 
to tbe acre, then stop up two-thirds ol 
tbe boles. Leave the first open at tbe 
end and every third one open after that. 
Yon will then BOW one peck to the acre, 
and your io\\s will be far enough apart 
to cultivate nicely. You can make a 
cheap drag out of 2 by 4 scantling, us- 
ing sixrypenny spikes for teeth. Make 
your drag A shape and five inches nar 
rower than the space between the rows. 
Pnt ou handles to guide with. 


Harvesting Bye With Stock. 


Here is about tne way the IT »tter 


stands. Tbe crop to cnt and put m the 
granary would cast at least 10 cents 
per bushel. In this shape it is unfit for 
stock feed and must be ground. The 
cash charge for grinding here is 5 cent 
per bushel, not to speak of the cost in 
time going to and from the mill.

ufacturers. "In granting protection to 
union labels of associations of work- 
men," says Mr. Willard, "the different 
states have recognized their right of 
property in snch labels aad in BO doing 
have legalized the states of such asso- 
ciations or combinations. They recog- 
nize the right of \vorkingmen to com- 
bine into associations, which means vir- 
tually the abolition of the old conspira- 
cy la%vs ia those states which bave pass- 
ed laws to protect union labels. The la- 
bel laws meau that the law recognizes 
the right of property on tho part of tbe 
labor organizations in their label or 
trademark, and tbns tho right to hold 
property. 
They also mean that the 


•wagfiworkor has been conceded 
the 


light to o\vu and register a mark to bo 
nsed tin goods, which in a legal sense 
he does not own, but into which the 
labor of himself and of bis fellows com- 
bined in unions enters as a predomi- 
nating factor. 
These laws by infer- 


ence thus establish the equity right of 
labor in tbe product owned by the em- 
ployer."-—M. E. J. Kelley in North 
American.
